Witness a recent article on the 
current Avant/Garde by critic Paul Arthur in the journal Persistence of 
Vision, who attacked me as a "paranoid whiner" for writing an essay 
speaking about these very issues and the problems of financing experimental 
media in the the NAMAC journal a couple of years ago.
